WORKING PRINCIPLES 


The principles of revision/of construction that are uti- 
lized by creators of works of art to unify/organize the 
presentational and representational levels of the works 
of art that they bring into existence will not/can not 

be utilized by potential creators of works of art to 
bring into existence works of art unless (1) the primary 
gravitational and electromagnetic forces that influence 
all spatial coordinates on the planet earth are art-pro- 
ductive [is it not possible that those forces which at 
the moment are art-productive became so for all spatial 
coordinates on the planet earth at that point when the 
earth's position in the cosmos of which it is a component 
was so to speak fixed; one might ask are the gravitational 
and electromagnetic forces that influence all spatial co- 
ordinates on the planet Mercury for example such that 
Homo sapiens would be interested in/capable of bringing 
into existence works of art on that planet--current evi- 
dence seems to suggest that he would not--which does not 
mean that beings other than Homo sapiens would not be/ 
are not interested in and capable of bringing into exis- 
tence works of art on that planet] CADE physical geog- 
raphy in question is art-productive [even though works 
of art can be brought into existence anywhere on the 
planet earth they are not brought into existence every- 
where on the earth's surface--one of the reasons why is 
that not all coordinates on the planet earth have physical 
features which make it likely that potential creators of 
works of art would be situated at those coordinates, e.g. 
the middle of the oceans] (3) the Homo sapiens affected by 
the primary gravitational and electromagnetic forces 

that influence all spatial coordinates on the planet 
earth as well as all those who are situated at those coordinates 
are capable of bringing into existence autonomus-aesthetic 
phenomena/are potentially art-productive [the potential 
creator must be related to the spatial coordinates qua 
coordinates/qua physical geography at which he or she 

is situated in such a manner that does not preclude the 
possibility of his or her bringing into existence works 
of art and at the same time possess the necessary men- 
tal and physical qualities in order to bring into exis- 
tence autonomous-aesthetic phenomena]. Unless those 
three conditions are met the principles of revision/of 
construction that are utilized by artists to bring into 
existence works of art will not/can not be utilized by 
Homo sapiens to bring into existence works of art on 

the planet earth. That being the case what happened at 
the end of the last glacial period when Homo sapiens be- 
came interested in and capable of bringing into existence
